We  all  u>ill  admit  it  is  our  duty 
to  pay  our  I'Uhing',  and  ive  are  destitute  of  the  promises  of  the 
Lord  if  we  neg-leot  this  lau).  From  the  reports  of  the  ^ishops, 
of  the  crops  harvested  in  the  various  settlements,  of  the  increase 
of  Btoch,  Labor  and  other  hinds  of  'Lithing-,  voe  do  not  get  the 
one-tenth.  JTo  doubt,  some  pay  their  tithing  in  full;  but  is  it 
the  case  ivith  all,  and  must  those  who  pay  suffer  ujith  those  who 
do  not  ?  'iThey  voill  at  present.  We  say  to  the  brethren,  pay 
yoicr  Tithing  of  the  hind  and  when  due,  and  be  blessed.  What 
vue  say  on  this  subject  is  for  the  good  of  our  brethren  and  of  our- 
selves, and  may  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  assist  us  to  accomplish  our
